WATCH CREATION OF FLORA 


Botanists Intsnssly Interested In Na­ 
ture's Work on Volcano Island 
In Bombon Lake, Luzon. 


The destruction of vegetation In Is­ 
olated regions Is a matter of great 
interest to botanists, who are making 
Increasing efforts to observe the cre­ 
ation of the new flora taking the place 
of the old. 
Volcano Island, in Bombon 
lake, Luzon, was chiefly covered by 
grasses and small trees before the 
eruption of the Taal volcano In 1911, 
but the eruption destroyed all plant 
life except some clumps of bamboos 
and n few bananas In the northerns, 
part of the Island. 
In a report on the 
icveguratlon W. II. Brown, E. D. Ver- 
rill and H. 8. Yates note tin t in six 
years 20 vascular pUats had been re 
cowled, the chief species being a few 
grasses. 
Of the total, 64 per cent 
were probably Introduced by birds, 
about 20 per cent by the wind and 
about 10 per cent by the water—a dif­ 
ferent showing from that of the mora 
exposed Island of Krakatoa, in the 
Rtmlt of Sumía, where tW chief work 
of birds was small.
